From 22 December 1952 to 8 Jam ary 1953$ the prepared headquarters in the 
Hgc’.c n Tunnex at Ruedersdorf— Kvlkberge was occupisd by a maj or as comman- 
ded, a' captain with red-bordei 3d epaulets,, a captain with black epaulets 
with signal insignia, 2 senior lieutenants with red-bordered epaulets, 

2 senior lieutenants with hlacl -bar dered epaulets with si gnal insignia, 

2 lieutenants with red-bordorcr epaulets, 60 soldiers with red-bordered 
black e pallets and 60 soldiern with blank-bordered crimson eosu lets. 

The troops were equipped with ’nth carbines and submachine guns. Guard
